terday that Cardinal Gotti, prefect of the 
propaganda, had handed Pope Pius X 
$9,000,000, @afd to have been confided to 
Cardinal Gotti by the late Pope Leo, was 
denied, On the same authority the state- 
ment of The Tribuna that an electrician 
found a hoie in the wall with $1,850,000 
in gold or any other treasure was also 
denied. 

The Associated Press ig authorized to 
announce that the truth js that the pres- 
ent pepe immediately after his ascension 
to the throne received’ $8,400,000 as indi- 
cated in a part of the late pope’s will not 
made pubic. The delivery of the 
money was effected by Cardinals Gotti, 
Rampolla and Cretoni, Pope Leo's execu- 
tors, who brought the larger pari of the 
bonds from the propaganda, where they 
were kept. 

The financial condition of the Joly see 
i®@ somewhat unsatisfactory and causes 
the pope preoccupation.

Colognbia Raised Army. 


Final adjournment of the Colombian 
congress on October 3! wag duly reported 
by Mr. Beaupre on that date, with com- 
ment that nothing had been done except 
a vote of rejection of The treaty on Au- 
gust 12. He reported great anxiety over 
conflicting reports of secession in Panama 
department. 

On November 26 Mr. Beaupre reported 
the situation under control, but expressed 
alarm, as there. was intense feeling 
against the government, and also this 
government, because of the belief that 
the United States had encouraged the 
secession movement. Mr. Beaupre said an 
army of 10,000, commanded by General 
Reyes, was being raised to operate 
against Panama, provided the United 
States would allow Colombia to land 
troops. This telegram reported also & 
meeting at which a resolution was passed 
requesting the government to call a con- 
vention for the purpose of amending the 
constitution, in order to render possible 
immediate ratification of the treaty. 
This was opposed by the government and 
General Reyes as beIng inopportune. 

Colombian Sails Northward. 

Washington, Beéember 19.—The navy 
department his received a cablegram 
from Rear Admiral Glass, at Panama, 
to the effect that according to a report 
which has just reached him from 4 
steamer the small force of Colombian 
troops which had been discovered at 
the mouth of the Afroto river haa Safled 
to the northward in a Colombian gun- 
boat. Admiral Glass has not been able 
to verify the report.

Tie asserted that one brigade of regu- 
lar Jnited States troops would be suffi- 
cient to cope with the entire force of 
Colombla, but surely, he said, the great 
power given us by the Master was not 
to be used by us like a bully. 

“Whenever,” he added, “‘the nation gets 
too large to be just, it will be too large 
to be respected by its own citizens.”

$40,000. 


Cleveland, Ohio, December 19.—Accord- 
Ing to an Official statement issued by 
the Central Trust Company, it has just 
found that E. W. Radder, late secretary 
and treasurer of the concern, was short 
in his accounts at least $20,000 at the 
time of his death on August 24 last. H. 
J), Messick, who succeeded Mr. Radder 
as secretary and treasurer, states that 
the shortage is covered by an Indemnity 
bond, and that the bank will not lose a 
cent. ‘There have been rumors tin circu- 
IAtion for some time past that Radder 
committed suicide as a result of bis finan- 
cial difficulties 

In addition to his shortage to the Cen- 
tral Trust Company, it has been develop- 
ed that Radder, as secretary and treas- 
urer, issued to himself one share of stock 
of the company in due form and subse- 
quently fraudulently raised the cerfifi- 
cate to reach one hundred shares. Upon 
this certificate he secured a loan of $10,- 
000 from the Euclid Park national bank. 
The latt@r concern has brought suit 
against the Central Trust Company to 
determine who shall lose this money. 
Other forgeries uncovered by the bank 
officials will, it is said, result in bringing 
the total amount involved to nearly $40,-

The Oonstitution’s commissioner’ to 
Colombia, Clifford Smyth, should have 
left Batanquilla about the 5th of this 
month for Bogota, the capital. As he 
Surmigzed that, if no accidents inter- 
vened, he #Tould arrive there some time 
befween the Ii8th and 20th, it is to be 
hopéd that today will find him safely 
arrived. 

The journey from Baranquilla is one 
of long and tedious travel by steamer, 
canoe and mule back. The distance has 
néver, perhaps, been accurately surveyed, 
Since travelers estimate it variously be- 
tween 300 and 350 miles—a variance that 
is probably due to their different methods 
and routes of travel. 

Up the Magdalena. 

The first part of the journey is made 
on one of the stern wheel steamboats, 
Similar to those yet seen upon our own 
interior rivers. An jillustration of one 
of these steamers, loaded with cargo 
and passengers, and about to depart 
from the wharf at Baranquilla, is here 
from a recent photograph. 

These Steamers are usually crowded 
with people from along the great river, 
from the plantations, and with many 
laborers going to or coming from the 
mining and ranching enterprises in the 
upper mountains and valleys.

The Magdalena river is the main water 
artery of the middle valley of the coun- 
try.

On the Qverland Trail. 

After going a couple of hundred miles 
along the river one reaches Honda as 
generally the best landing place for Bo- 
gota. One may go closer by going fur- 
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ther up the river in a canoe paddled by 
two or three beastly natives who gen- 
erally start out drunk and are as likely 
to drown or murder their passengers as 
to get him to his destination. 

But to him who has a lover's eye for 
the riotous riches of tropical flora the 
growths of river grasses and plants, of 
vines and trees, of green savannahs and 
of jingles vocal with the voices of 
strange birds and beasts, the journey 
has a fascination that is calculated to 
tempt the most timid. 

Having debarked from river craft, how- 
ever, there remains a three or four days’ 
pack on the main deck of a mule over 
the inner Andes to Bogota. With a good 
wulfde the trip can be made with a mini- 
mifm of discomfort and expenditure of 
reales and religion. 

The road is not cut out for vehicles, 
but is a trail through the grass and the 
forests and must be carefully picked out 
in. the daytime. Travel by night over 
this elusive track is impossible. The 
road houses are poor in equipment, the 
fare furnished scanty and often uneatable 
by an American with a normal stomach,

Descending from the slopes of the 
mountain toward Bogota, ihe .raveler en- 
ters upon one of the broadest and mosi 
beautiful savannahs imaginable, It is ar 
open grass plain on which ‘‘the cattle of 
a thousand hills’’ might be ied and fat- 
tened and the fortunes of a king made 
secure thereby; but the Colombians, like 
most Latin-Americans, abjure and spit 
upon the dictum of the twentieth century 
catechism that ‘‘the chief end of man is 
to work.’ Even tending cattle is a bur- 
imaginations, and only the 
sharp demands of their stomachs—the 
only part of their anatomy for which 
they hold a visible reverence—will compel 
them to exert their muscles. 

A Beautiful and Beastly Town. 

The savannah passed, entrance is made 
into Bogota, the capital city, which has 
the situs, the climate and the possibil- 
ities, in American or European hands, of 
being made one of the cleanest, handsom- 
est and most attractive cities of its size 
on the southern continent. There is a 
strange fascination in these old Spanish 
with their quaint, squat 
archttecture, their open parks, their old 
churches, curious customs and methods of 
administration in home, society and gov- 
ernment so different always from our 
own. 

Bogota is 10,000 feet above the sea 
level, and contained, by its latest cénsus, 
about 125,000 population—nearly the 
fame as Atlanta—but the city is, of 
course, more compactly built and its 
houses crowded with people, so that its 
actual physical area is less than half 
that of Atlanta. 

The city is centered on the plaza known 
as Bolivar square, named after the great 
liberator, Cimon Bolivar, ‘the Washing- 
ton of South America.” 

The executive palace and government 
official bulldings front upon this beautiful 
and well-kept park, where the military 
bands play in the evenings and the tap- 
italian population take their stately and 
monotonous promenades. 

The Worst in the World. 

But Bogota is one of the dirtiest and 
most malodorous cities in the world. 
Cologne, with all its myriad smells; Con- 
gtantinople, with its lousy curs and lively 
fleas, and old Havana, with its filth and 
festering perambulating population, 
might well have contributed their special 
evils to the making up of Bogota. 

A recent visitor to Bogota gives the 
following very graphic and unfragrant 
description of the town: 

“The city is a place of vermin and cor- 
rupting filth; a place where the common 
incidents of the streets are not fit to he 
described; where beggars, displaying re- 
volting sores and rotting limbs, swarm 
about, even thrusting their filthy bodies 
where they may touch those who pass 
by, while they demand, not solicit, alms; 
where ill-mannered, arrogant, over- 
dressed people make vulgar display of 
their clothes, as they strut about and 
crowd for precedence. ... . In Bogota 
one can see the sedan chairs tn active use, 
similar to those which are read about ir 
periods some two or three centuries gone 
past. Here ladies, to show their piety 
and religious sentiment, go about dressed 
as penitents in rough garment and belt 
of rope; but the dress is drawn tightly 
about them, that they may not touch the

SCHOOL BOOK 
TOWNS NAMED 


Points Where Depositories 
Will Probably Be Es- 
tablished, 


A list of those places at which de- 
positories for the sale of school books to 
be used in the common school under 
the uniformity law, are to be established, 
has about been completed, and is pub- 
lished for the first fime in The Constl- 
tution today. 

The places herewith named are those 
at which book depositories will most 
likely be located, and while the list has 
not been finally adopted by the state 
gchool book commission, it may be as- 
sumed that there will be few, if any, 
changes. The points given in this Hst 
are those suggested by county school 
_ Commissioners, and where the book deal- 
Crs say the business has centered here- 
tofore. 


Although the law makes three depos!- 
for one 


county, the book contractors have ‘n 
some instances agreed tuo establish four 


' or five in accordance with the needs of 


the communities interested. The book 
contractors are given the privilege of 
selecting their own dealers or agents at 
these depository points. 

To counties whose school term begins 
in January the book contractors are 
now ready to supply the books needed, 
so that they may begin at once on th 
books adopted by the state. They will 
ship either to bonded dealers or to county 
school commissioners on consignments. 
In many instances it will be of consider- 
able advantage not to have to send the 
cash

: paly thirty stalls for engines, and in the 
there are employed about 300 men. 

When the plant is moved to the country 

Vexere will probably be not less than sixty 
gialls for engines and several hundred 
wil} be employed. 

Major McCollum, the superintendent of 
the Western and Atlantic, states that he 
knows nothing about the proposed 
changes, and that the Western and At- 
lantic road does not own any land at 
Ellen N. 

Nevertheless the news comes to Atlanta 

| from anot..er source that such a move 
will be made in the.near future, and that 
. Rwill come sooner than any one expects. 

It is understood that permission wil] be 
asked of the state to move the round 
house and shops to the point mentioned, 
end that this is likely to be granted, as

“thus be materially benefited. 

The Present Round House. 

The round house is now located near the 
Site of the gas tank, on the property of

| the state, south and west of ‘Marietta 


street, and there is a large building there. 
This has been in use for several years, 
and has served its day and time, 

The desire of the Louisville and Nash- 
ville to use the same shops and round 
house that the Western and Atlantic uses 
is sald to be the cause of the intended 
change of location. The Louisville and 
Nashville is coming into Atlanta with its 
own trains, as is well Known, and it 
must have shop facilities, 

The Louisville and Nashville, through 
the Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louls, 
is intimately associated with the lease 
of the Western and Atlantic. The mat- 
ter will be brought up at the next ses- 
sion of the legislature, it Is stated, and 
it is rot thought fhat there will be any 
difficulty in securing the permission of 
the state to make the change. 

At Ellen N there will be plenty of 
room for large shops and yards. The 
shops, especially, are already crowded 
here, and if another great line is to 
use them more room will be absolutely 
essential. JF the Western and Atlantic 
leaves the present f[ocation the space 
now occupied by the round, house will 
be asked for additional side tracks and 
yard accommodation—things much 
needed. 

The move simply means that the West- 
ern and Atlantic needs more room in the 
eity for its yards and side tracks, and 
this room will be made by changing the 
location of its shops and round house, 
Ellen N ts only a short distance outside 
the elty limits and when the removal # 
made {ft will not affect at all the road’s 
status here. 

This is what the Central of Georgia 
did when it needed more space. That 
line moved its shops to East Point anc 
greatly enlarged them. 

When the Western and Atlantic, effects 
this change Atlanta will be almost en- 
tirely surrounded by railroad shops. On 


evefy side except the north there are 
establishments where engines and cars 
are rebuilt and thousands of men are 
employed In the work. 

No other enterprise in city uses 
So many men as these and ths 
tendency of all of them is to move out 
and give thelr yards plenty of space. 
Many side tracks will be added to the 
equipment of-the state road and the 
Nushville, Chattanooga and St. Louis 
within a short time, and those lines will 
be In better shape than they have ever 
been, locally. 

Large Meaning of the Change. 

The Increase {in the number of men 
emploved in the shops will be large, and 
skille? Men from all over the south will 
be called for. The Western and Atlantic 
@lone requires that a great number of 
cars and engines be rebuilt each year, 
and with the addition of the Louisville 
and Nashville’s still greater supply of 
rolling stock many more. will have io 
be attended to. It is necessary to over- 
haul engines after every few runs anda 
to do this requires room and men. 

With the ample space and equipment 
that can be arranged for at Ellen N., 
it is said that the roads can do all their 
own repairing and that many more cars 
can be SBullt by the shops than can be 
built here now. 

Railroad men generally 
Louisville and Nashville 
into Atlanta within the 
months.

For the first time since 1897 the sanit- 
tary department will keep within its an- 
nual appropriation and will not carry un- 
paid bills over into the new year. 

Such is the announcement made yester- 
day by Chief Inspector John Jentzen, who 
has been in charge of the sanitary de- 
partment during the past six months. The 
statement will be of interest to both the 
members of the board of health and the 
members of council's finance committee, 
particularly as the latter have been ex- 
pecting a demand for more money from 
the sanitary department. 

In 1897, when the department kept 
within its appropriation, the board of 
health was given $127,000 with which to 
operate, more by about $17,000 than was 
appropriated at the beginning of the pres- 
ent year. 

“tT am calling for all unpaid bills,”’ said 
Chief Jentzen yesterday afternoon. “I 
received today the monthly feed bill of 
the department and will pay it at onee. 
We have enough feed on hand to last 
until about January 10. 

“We also have on hand 
“er articles that we are constantly 
needing, and therefore it will not be 
necessary to contract debts during the 
last few days of the year. 

“Tt is my intention to have ¢verything 
paid up on the last day of the year and 
start without one cent in the treasury 
and #ith no outstanding bills against us 
on January |. We will do this easily. 
It will not be necessary to carry over @ 
penny.” 

Last year the sanfary department 
brought over from 1902 about $2,000 in 
debts, which were paid with the appro- 
priation of 1903, and therefore Chief 
last year in addition to taking care of 
Jentzen has not only kept within his 
appropriation, but has been sufficiently 
economical to pay $2,000 of the debts of 
all current expenses. 

Members of the board who are acquaint- 
ed with the financial condition of the de- 
partment are very much gratified by the 
record that has been made.

It was found when they 
went to light the “menorah,” whica 
means the everlasting light, that there 
was only oll enough to last one night 
or one day In all. Before concluding this 
part of thé story it might be well to 
describe the lamp used in burning the 
menorah. It was usually of silver or 
gold ang consisted of a candelabra of 
eight wings, each wing holding a light. 


: In some cases oil was used and in some 


candles wére used. In the case which 
started the feast in celebration of which 
the Jews of Atlanta are now engaged, 
oil was used. 

When it was found fhat there was only 
enough oil for ong day’s use there was 
great consternation in the ranks of thes 
army of Judah. It was against the law 
for this light, the everlasting Ught, to 
be allowed to go out. Yet they were 
without the means to prevent this very 
thing happening. In the midst of their 
despair a miracle was worked by God, 
according to the records kept by those 
who were present. They lighted the 
lamps, expecting them to burn out in 
twenty-four Bours, as they would ordi- 
narily have done, and not knowing what 
the consequences would be. It required 
some time to prepare the ofl used tn the 
lamps and they had no more ifn all the 
city. But God came to the rellef of the 
faithful little band. By His intervention 
the oi] lasted for eight days, instead of 
one. And ever since that time the faith- 
ful have observed the occasion as a feast, 
and they will continue to do so to the 
end of time. 

They begin by lighting one candle or 
lamp on the first day and increasing the 
number by one each night until the 
eighth night, when there are eight in 
full blast. 

Since that faraway time in Palestine 
thé Jews have celebrateq this + ae 
Every year they gather about thelr fire- 
sides and go through this same cere- 
mony. That is, the orthodox members of 
Israel do. There are some who ignore 
the custom altogether. 

Feast Began Last Sunday 

The feast of Charnukah in Atlarm 
started last Sunday and when the d- 
ows sétf ie over the city tonight {% will 
have been concluded and one m@fe year 
will have been addeqg to the unbroken 
record of the centuries that Are past.

I CREAT DOUBT 


No Indications of What tle- 
ments Will Give Atlanta 


Records Cause Hope for Clear Weath- 
er To Be Slim—Forecaster Mar- 
bury Will Not Prognosti- 
cate So Far in Advance. 

The Records. 


T's @iily journal of the United 


shows fhat during the past twenty- 
five years there have been only seven 
clear Christmas days in Atlanta. Of the 
remaining eighteen there were twelve 
positivéiy disagreeable Christmas days, 
and six that were partly cloudy and far 
from perfect.

Washington, December 19.—The house 
after being in session for half.an hour 
today adjourned for the holiday recess, 
A resolution was agreed to by which the 
postmaster. general was requested to for- 
ward to the house papers in connection 
with the recent postoffice investigation. 
The action of yesterday authorizing the 
committee on expenditufes in the post- 
office department, of which Mr. Wanger 
is chairman, to request the papers, was 
vacated, the @peaker having announced 
that a carefulicount of the vote on which 
the previous question was .ordered yes- 
terday, on the motion of Mr. Wanger to 


agree to the resolution authorizing. his. | 


committee to request the papers, showed 
that, with the speaker’s own vote, the 
final vote was a tie, 107 to: 107, and the 
previous question ‘had not. been or- 
dered. 

Mr. Williams, the minority leader, then 
offered a substitute resolution providing 
that the papers come direct to the house 
instead of to a committee, which was 
agreed to without opposition, Mr. Payne, 
republican, of New York, suggesting, at- 
ter Mr. Willams had spoken, that the 
résolution woulij receive the unanimous 
vote of the house without further .dis- 
cussion, 

Mr. Cowherd, democrat, of Missouri, a 
member of the postoffice committee, 
spoke for that committee, saying the 
chairman, Mr. Overstreet, had suggested 
the widest publicity to the papers re- 
celved from the department.

As I understand it, 
the articles having been brought into 
Cuba for the sole purpose of being car- 
ried back to the United States, were, and 
should have been, free of duty. 

This silver service has cut a very con- 
siderable figure in the investigation. It 
was a valuable gift present to General 
Wood on the eve of his departure from 
the islands the donors being the lead- 
ing Spaniards of Havana. Many of these 
men were interested in the Jai Alai and 
perhaps these took the initiative. It 
fs not conceivable that sensible people 
will see anything wrong in General 
Wood's acceptance of this gift; certainly 
that anybody will concelve it to be suffi- 
clent grounds for the rejection of his 
nomination by the senate.

This leads up to the Jai Alai itself. 
This has béen made into a great bugaboo 
evidently for the purpose of arousing 
American purifanism against General 
Wood. 

A great deal has been said about its 
being a gambling institution. It is @ 
gambling institution just to the same 
extent that a jockey club or any other 
organization under which racing and bet- 
ting {s carried on is a gambling institu- 
tion. That Its absolutely all there is in 
it. General Wood, in his official capac-

years. 

The Spantards, the Cubans, the Mexi- 
cans, the Fullpinos and all peoples who 
have come wnder Spanish influence 
would very much rather bet than eat. 
It isn’t the Cuban game of pelota, it is 
bul’ fights or cock fights or something 
else. We do our gambling on horse 
races, in cotton futures, in stocks, in 
matching dollars or dimes or at ‘‘craps,”’ 
being governed principally by the amount 
of money it takes to play these different 
amusements. <A careful study of the 
methods and rules governing the Jai 
Alai will convince anybody that there is 
the same amount of gambling and no 
more, than one will find about an Amer- 
lean race course. It would be rank 
hypocrisy on the part of Americans to 
see anything worse In this Cuban per- 
formance than we ourselves have, and 
there is no present likelihood ef the ma- 
jority of the American senators catering 
to any such hypocritical sentiments 

With regard to the claim that this 


grant was in opposition to the privisions 


of the Foraker amendment—that is a 
question for lawyers to decide. The For- 
aker amendment was designed to pre- 
vent the grant of valuable tallway and 
industrial concessions. of various kinds.

There is no evidence that during the 
period of his relationship with these men 
or sinco that Captain Bellairs, whatever 
hig real name may have been, did any- 
thing dishonest or dishonorable. He did 
write a great many nice things about 
General Wood, and General Wood ap- 
preciated it. 

When the disclostre of his prison 
record came, General Wood refused to be- 
lieve the charges that were made against 
Bellairs, and prevented their publication 
in Havana newspapers. It was not until 
a long time after this—after Bellairs bad 
been sent to China and the Philippines 
hy the Associated Press—that the fact of 
his prison record became confirmed, and 
he was discharged from the service of 
that organization. 


It is easy to see how General Wood or . 


any other man knowing Bellairs would 
have accepted his assurances that the 
charges were not true, In the absence of 
positive and reliable proof, and especially 
with the possibility of its being a case of 
mistaken identity; and it is even easy to 
believe that if General Wood or any other 


man entertained doubts on: the ‘subject, . 


he would have been willing to give the 
man a chance tq redeem himself. If there 
is the slightest thing inthe relationship 
between Geenral Wood and Captain Bel- 
lairs to reflect upon General Wood, I fail 
to see it. 

A Malicious Attack. 

This is written with no idea of con- 
structing a defense for General Wood. I 
have endeavored to analyze the case from 
a purely judicial standpoint as it appears 
to me from the testimeny which the ene- 
mies of Genera] Wood have given to the 
press. Any careful analysis of that tests 
mony must, it seems to me, lead to tho 
conclusion that there is nothing back of 
the case against General Wood except a 
malicious desire to injure the man. I 
cannot conceive it possible -hat this effort 
will be successful.

Georgian Working To Secure 
More Pay for Them, 


He Compares Their Pay with That 
Received by City Carriers—It Is 
Believed Bill Introduced 
by Judge Griggs Will 
Be Passed.

Washington, December 19.—(Special.)— 
Judge Jim Griggs, of Georgia, who has 
since he entered congress been one of the 
most active members of the house post- 
office committee, has introduced a bill 
to Increase the salaries of rural free de- 
livery carriers from $600 to S72 per 
annum, 

Judge Griggs believes this increase {n 
the pay of rural carriers would be noth- 
ing more than an act of Jugtice. In 
talking about the matter today, he said: 

“I introduced the bill because it means 


justice to the men who must deliver this’ 


mail in all kinds of weather at the 
homes of the people throughout the coun. 
try, and I am very sure it will not only 
meet with the approval of the patrons 
of this service, but will be heartily in- 
Gorsed by them. 

“At any rate, the increase Ought to be 
made. I am convinced that One horse 
cannot do the work necessary on She of 
these routes, and that to do his. Work 
well every carrier must have at least 
two horses. Of cOurse, these horses can 
do some other work, but not enougli 
to feed both. With the expense of feed- 
ing two horses and the wear and tear 
on his vehicle, the carrier, on a salary 
of $720 per annum, will have very Little 
left at the end of the year to lay by for 
a ‘vTainy day.’ At $600, the present 
salary, he cannot save anything. 

“City carriers get from $860 to $1,000 
@ year, and, while living is higher in cities 
than in country towns, there is not this 
much difference. These are my reasons In 
brief for introducing the Dill. . 

Growth of This Service. 

“Ags I stated in a speech in the house 
of representatives a year or two ago,” 
continued Judge Griggs, “it has been my 
pleasure to see the appropriation for rural 
delivery grow from a few thousand dol- 
lars, when I first entered congress, to 
many millions, and the number of people 
served from a few hundred to at least 
twenty million, and ft has been upon my 
motion in the postoffice committee that 
every increase in this appropriation has 
been made. Consequently, I feel a deep 
interest in the service, and in the men 
who do the work. Upon the faithful per- 
formance of their duties depends in a 
large measure the progress and happiness 
of the people in the rural districts of 
the United States. 

“I believe firmly that the extension of 
rural delivery and the telephone has 
largely reduced the number of people re- 
moving to the towns fram the country 
districts, and when both at last reach 


all the rural population, as they are bound 


to do, life in the country will have all 
the advantages of city life. 

‘Tl ndtice thet the fourth aasgistant post- 
master general recommends, in a half- 
hearted way, the increase of salary to 
$750. There will be no difficulty in our

The Constitution has expressed its views of that case 
with ali candor and fullness. It has nothing to amend or to hold in abeyance 
as to its conviction of what the senate ought, from patriotism and duty to the 
future interests of the people, to do with the case. We believe the treaty made 
with the responsible and acknowledged authorities of the republic of Panama 
should be ratified promptly and we wish it could be done unanimously! 

But senators are bound by their oaths and in the absence of those guides to 
their actions which are excepted in the caucus pledge, each of them will act, 
we presume, upon his conscientious convictions of what is due to his country 


The Panama case is one of the kind where the facts should dictate duty,

President Arkwright knows Atlanta 
and The Constitution well enough to 
be sure that irrational prejudice is not 
harbored against his company. As a 
rule all are well pleased with the gen- 
eral excellence of the system and the 
spirit of its management manifested 
in many efforts to improve its opera- 
tions and give satisfaction to its pat- 
rons.

vember to May” is a source of boast 
to us and has been a strong attrac- 
tion to humdreds who have come to 
live among us from their former 
fierce and frigid winter homes. But 
nature is fickle—a trait of which she 
has not been cured by all our science 
and culture—and even Atlanta has 
Sporadic seasons like the present one 
when cold comes in a way and stays 
for a period almost unprecedented. 
This year’s record in that regard, in- 
deed, has only been exceeded in the 
records, we believe, since February 8, 
1835, before Atlanta was born and 
when the thermometer at Athens, in 
Franklin college, stood at 101-2 de- 
grees below zero, 

Atlanta is a city of roses, real and 
figurative, blooming in her sunshine 
and developing to chaplets of victory 
for her enterprises and achievements. 
But these blooming roses are not the 
thermometers by which go liberal and 
progressive a man as President Ark- 
wright can always be safely guided in 
car-heating seasons, as has been 
shown by the satisfactory manner in 
which his company has met the de- 
mand of the public for heated street 
cars.

Constitution is happy, the public is 
satisfied, and the people will join The 
Constitution in the chorus that sings 
“A Merry Christmas and a Happy New 
Year to you, and yours, Mr. Ark- 
wright!” 
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Bluffing the Cotton Raiser. 

The southern cotton raisers and their 
immediate fellow-citizens related with 
them to the prosperities of their great 
staple crop view with no alarm the 
threat of the manufacturers to cut 
down production of cotton cloths and 
increase the prices thereof. We peo- 
ple down here in the south wear just 
about the same amount of cotton 
goods whether the prices be sparingly 
more or less. Our climate, void of 
extraordinary changes of temperature, 
gives us a pretty equable basis of ex- 
penditures annually for such goods. 

A few cents per yard more for 
the amount of cotton goods used by 
the average family in the south might 
amount to several dollars per capita 
per annum. The increase in the 
prices would have to be extra- 
ordinary to make the extra 
expenditure reach an average of 
$5 per family. But when the family 
produces eight twelve and twenty bales 
of cotton per year the dif- 
ference to it between 7 cents 
per pound and 12 cents per pound 


makes a figure not to be sneezed 
at. To the family that makes 
only eight bales of cotton 
difference is that between $280 and 
$480, and on that extra $200 from 12- 
cent cotton the southern planter and 
cropper can stand a pretty stiff raise 
in the price of the piece goods he uses. 
Let the manufacturers go on and pay 
the price for the cotton—the cloth mar- 
ket will take care of itself, 
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Insanity No Longer Ground for Delay 

Insanity pleas after sentence of 
death has been passed upon criminals 
whose deeds merit capital punish- 
ment, will no longer be grounds 
of long legal delay in execut- 
ing the just and due sentence 
of the law in this state. The 
execution yesterday of Lee Cribb, a 
white man, fora double murder, in Cof- 
fee county after every legal technical- 
ity had been invoked to prolong this 
desperado’s life, furnishes abundant 
evidence of the fact that the day of in- 
sanity trials in Georgia for no other 
purpose than to delay for a year or 
more the just execution of the law, 
perhaps with the hope of ultimate es- 


cape from the gallows, is past. 

The law of August 17, 1903, of which 
Representative Slaton of Fulton is the 
author, repealed the prior act of 1897 
under which, after sentence of death, 
it was possible for a criminal con- 
demned to capital punishment by a 
plea of insanity, properly made, to pro- 
long hig existence for a year, or even 
two, with resultant expense to the state 
and subversion of the true intent and 
purpose of the law. Under that law 
it was possible to make the trip 
through all the courts where delays 
might be secured on various pretexts, 
The new law provides simply for the 
appointment by the governor of an in- 
sanity commission upon whose report 
as to the mental condition of a con- 
demned criminal] shall depend the exe- 
cution of the law. If this commission 
reports the criminal sane, the execu- 
tion follows upon the day set without 
further intervention of the court. If 
he is found insane, the execution is 
delayed until after a term in the state 
sanitarium he shall have been pro- 
nounced recovered. 

Under the new law Lee Cribb was 
examined, reported sane, and the exe- 
cution of the law carried out within 
a week. Of eourse, the supreme court 
was invoked, but its decision favor- 
able to the law was promptly rendered, 
and henceforth the execution of a 
duly condemned criminal need not 
be delayed because his counsel says 
he is insane, though at the same time 
he may have a full and just investiga- 
tion of the claim that his mental con- 
dition entitles him to other treatment 
than death upon the gallows.

All of us have heard so much one way 
and another about the “poor, pstiful chil- 
dren of the factories,”” that I wag sur- 
prised to see a smile among them, much 
less a rolicking, gleeful set, proud of their 
occupation and abounding in safer self- 
respect and appreciative of good charac- 
ter. 

To tell the truth without any scallops, 
these children seem neatly and warmly 
clad—the girls displaying pretty ribbons 
and flounces, with a tasteful arrangement 
of their apparel, while the boys iook as 
well cared for as any average romping 
crowd of boys you w@@d find among any 
of the working classes. 

Some gickness was there. Sickness 
would be found anywhere among such a 
great number of people, and the care of 
these sick I am sure would compare fav- 
yorably with any other working class. 
The truth is, that I was impressed with 
the tender and kind feeling that seemed 
to go out everywhere for the sick. I was 
informed that the small children and the 
young ladies and young men will come 
from an all night run and never think 
of retiring for rest till they have visited 
their sick friends. taking along something 
nice for them to eat, or something pret- 
ty, to let the sick ones know that they 
are remembered and appreciated 

The old people are about such charac- 
ters aS yoy will find all over Georgia, 
for the truth is that these families at 
the factories are people who lived in tne 
country and farmed up to a few years 
ago. There was but one thing that im- 
pressed me unfavorably among this great 
throng of factory operatives—the propor- 
tion of “grass widows’’ struck me as De- 
ing too great, but the excuse for this 
is that being deserted by heartless men 
at such a place as this is the only place 
that they can congregate to make an 
honest Uving. To sum the whole matter 
up, the people of this big Decatur street 
factory are living above the average, they 
are cheerful and contented to a marked 
degree, and they are honest and tender, 
with their hearts In the right place—this 
applies to old and young. 


While this factory is known under a 
firm name, the creators of the firm have 
been dead for some years, but as I looked 
upon the great plant, now representing 
hundreds of thousands of mvestment, it 
was a happy contemplation of mine, as 
well as a deserved tribute to the firm, 
that not a dishonest dollar could be traced 
through all the great enterprise. From 
all that I can learn, not an unclean shill- 
ing can be found tn all the magnificent 
fortune that :t is. 

In “tracing’’ or ‘“‘searching’’ for data— 
whatever you may call a réporter’s work— 
I naturally found out things that might 
have remained unknown forever, and 
though they mray -be smal] matters in 
the life of these Hebrew noblemen, they 
are an index to the character that was 
behind the firm name, and by hinting at 
these characterist.ics, as I can only hint 
in the space allotted me, I may inspire 
those that are to follow them in the busi- 
ness, and posterity in general, to strive 
to build for themselves such a name and 
leave such @ mémory as lle hid <n the 
hearts of thousands for them.

One instanee of the goodness of heart 
and the sterling honesty of these men 
is sufficient to illustrate my purpose, and 
I select this incident because there is a 
good story in it as well as a- healthy 
moral, and that Is what “A New Report- 
er’’ the most desires.

LOCAL COMPOSER WRITES 
MUSIC FOR CHRISTMAS SONG; 
WORDS BY FRANK L, STANTON 


ARRY HALE PIKP, the composer 
H of the music of the S0Ng (words 

by Frank L,. Stanton) which ap- 
pears in today’s Constitution, and who 
has recently located here as a teacher of 
voice and mus:cal theory, has been active 
in different flelds of music for a num. 
ber of years in and around Boston. 

Among the many advantages that city 
offers in the way of numberless con 
certs and recitals of every description, 
Mr. Pike received his musical education, 
Studying and being associated in various 
ways with some of the leadimg teachers 
and musicians in the city. 

The voice work, the teaching of which 
Mr. Pike has specialized, was studied 
under George L. Osgood, who ts one of 
the ever-dim.nishing number of singers 
whose method was gained from personal 
instruction from the elder Lamperti. 

In addition to hig teaching, Mr. Pike 
has been identified with a number of 
church choirs, notably those of the Epis- 
copal church, and in recent years hays 
filled the position of organist and choir 
director in severa] churches of that de- 
nomination. Kis knowledge of tone- 
production has enabled him to meet with 
particular success in the training of boy 
voices, : 

Mr. Pike's published compositions tn- 
clude many solo and part songs, and in a 
recently published book of selected bass 
songs he enjoyed the distinction of being 
one of the two American composers rep- 
resented. 

“Are you willing to say somethmnyg 
about your methods of teaching?” ‘was 
asked Mr. Pike. 

“Well, let me say at the outset, I have 
always been very fond of teaching voice, 
and have given more time to that than 
to my own singing. It is most inter- 
esung to observe how pupils gradually 
work around to the point of view of the 
trained singer and to notice the growth 
and development of the voice ag they 
progress. Of course, native ability, a 
certain inherent sing:ng power, {s_ not 
equal in all, but more, a great many 
more, could sing than are aware of it, 


“First, and this is most common, Is 
required an ear capable of distinguish- 
ing differences in pitch. This is abso- 
lutely necessary, for it is a psychological 
fact that it .s Impossible to produce a 
tone on any given pitch if that pitch 
cannot be heard with what is called the 
‘inner hearing.” Add to an accurate ear 
a voice of sufficient range (and this Is 
what an individual is least apt to know 
about himself) combined with 72 fair 
amount of flex:bility, a tempérament ca- 
pable of comprehending the dramatic 
significance of the words and music of a 
song, for without this imaginative pow- 
er a singer can never move or convince 
an audience, and there is the making of 
a singer, limited only apart from natural 
considerations, by the k.nd and amount 
of training undergone. 

“Every teacher has something to say 
about breathing, and generally has his 
own ideas on the subject. In consider- 
ing different methods of breathing it Is 
well to remember that breath can be 


| taken in only by the lungs; that is, any 
chest or diaphragm movements insisted 
on cannot affect the fact that the only 
possible destination for the inhaled breath 
is the lungs. 

“In my own teaching I require that a 
pup!l shall breathe in a manner that aha]! 
bring a generous supply of breath, and 
at the same time leave the entire body 
and throat muscles completely relaxed in 
readiness for the tone attack. I do not 
think too much emphasis can be laid on 
clear enunciation, By careful attention to 
this on the part of the singer, not only 
is the pleasure of the listener much en- 
hanced, but the singer himself is greatly 
aided in the matter of fotus and con- 
centration of tone that gives, besides 
poise, the very desirable incisive and car- 
rying quality to the voice. 

“These two features, correctly under- 
stood and mastered, form a very good 
basis on which to develop a system of 
tone production, and any one adopting 
such a basis and moving on the lines sug- 
gested by it, will not go far astray in 
their voice work. The old Italian sing- 
ing masters used to say: ‘He who knows 
how to breathe and pronounce well, 
knows how to sing well,’ and that is 
just as true today as ft ever was." 


Continuing, Mr, Pike said in relation to 
musica] affairs in Atlanta: 

“The situation here is somewhat unique. 
That there is a lack of musica] feeling 
and activity among the people as a whole 
cannot be denied, and the fact that there 
are so many musicians in the city, both 
amateur and professional, possessing a 
high degree of ability, seems to make it 
more regrettable that the general musical 


atmosphere is so near the vanishing 
point. 

“Probably the commercial spirit inct- 
dent to the rapid growth of Atlanta In 
recent years has much to do with this 
With so many advanced features in the 
way of modern buildings, well-paved and 
lighted streets and an adequate news and 
car service, besides activity along church 
and social lines, it is too bad that artistic 
feeling in general should not be permitted 
or induced to flourish more. 

“TIT have heard a great deal about the 
‘factions’ in music in the city, and my 
observations in that direction lead me 
to remark that, while almost every one 
laments such a state of affairs, all, both 
the leaders and followers of the factions, 
seem perfectly willing to let it remain as 
it is, and no one is ready to take steps 
toward uniting musical interests. That 
this is unfortunate for the growth of 
musical life is quite patent. 

“However, that the outlook for the 
musical future of Atlanta is as bright 
as of any city of similar location, size 
and wealth, there is every reason to 
think, When the feeling among musical 
people, both amateur and professional,

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ITHIN 12 miles of the Florida line 
and 53 of the gulf is the prosper- 


\ \ ous and progressive county of 


Thomas, containing Thomasville, Geor- 
gia’s most noted winter resort and three 
other growing and well = established 
towns, among the most important belng 
Sairo, which will ship this season over 

16,000 barrels or 465,000 gallons of Geor- 
gia sirup. having an aggregate value of 
8180,000. This county is bounded north 
by Mitchel) and Colquitt. east by Brooks, 
south by Florida and west by Decatur. 
Sloping through !t is an elevated ridge 
extending through Georgia into Florida, 
on either side of which issues the source 
of the supply for the numerous creeks 
and brooks that form g perfect system of 
drainage for the entire county, chief 
among which is the Ochlocknee river. 

Soil Is Varied.

Georgia Yellow Pine. 

Although beginning to be scarce Thorn- | 
aS county only a few years ago was rich 
in timber, the famous Georgia yellow 
pine abounding throughout the 
Much of it stil] stands and is worked 
for its turpentine, a distillery for mak- 
ing the spirits being in operation at the 
present time at Ochlocknee. In the drives 
and reserved parks adjacent to Thomas- 
ville, owned by the northern people, the 
pine is zealously guarded in its primeval! 
state for its beauty and health-giving | 
qualities. At present there are about 
twenty-five saw mills for making lum- 
ber in the cOunty and several] large plan- 
ing mills, were the lumber is dressed and ! 
molded after it comes from the rough | 
Saws. This lumber is selling for $25 per | 
thousand feet, a price that makes its 
production most profitable where acces- 
sible timber is obtainable. 


How Turpentine Is Made. 

But the greatest profits are derived 
‘rom the manufacture of naval stores, 
thaf {s the making of spirits of turpen- 
tine and rosin, the former being quoted 
on the market at 50 cents the gallon, 

It is interésting to note the process of 
obtaining tuspentine from the tree and its 
subsequent use !n the distillery. A round 
hole called a box !s cut In the tree at 
the root-—sometimes two or three ar even 
four, according to the size of the , pine. 
Over these the sap of the tree is cut 
from |! to 1% inches deep regularly every 
week during the hot months, from which 
fresh wounds the gum or turpentine is- 
sues freely to be caught in the box and 
afterwards dipped out and taken to the 
distillery. It here undergoes a heating 
process that takes it through all degrees 
of temperatures, the solids being turned 
to a hard crystal substance called rosin 
while the liquid, the essence of the cum, 
is spjrits. An average pine will produce 
oe gafion of spirits yearly and about 
twelve pounds of rosin. In some sections 
of south Georgia the trees are chipped 
to the IHmbs, a distance of sixteen feet. 
and their white faces on a moonlight 
night, with the wind sighing in their 
branches present either an object of awe 
or one of inspiration, according to the 
fancy or imagination of the traveler. 


Towns of the County. 

Thomas county hes six towns. chiet 
among them all being the city of Thomas- 
ville, with a population in the summer of 
7,000, in the wimter 10,000. It is the 
county seat and enjoys many commercial 
advantages, the one hundred or more 
prosperous business houses attesting the 
merits of the community as a tnrifty 
business center.

CONSTITUTION IS VIOLA TED 
BY SPECIAL SCHOOL LAWS 


Judge Gober’s Decision 


in Olive Springs Schoo} 


District Case May Seriously Affect 150 Similar 
School Districts in the State. 


The aonstitulronality of the acts creat- 
ing special school districts in various 
counties of the state is being called into 
question both generally and speerfically. 
The matter comes up in definite shape 
for determination, now that Judge Georg 
IE. Gober, of the Blue Ridge circuit, has 
declared unconstitutional the act creating 
the Olive Springs school district in Cebb 
county, and it may be that the supreme 
court will haye an opportunity to settle 
the question. 

As there are about [50 of these spe- 
cially- chartered school districts in the 
state, Judge Gober’s decision will prove of 
vital interest throughout Georgia. These 
laws vary greatly in terms and while 
many of them must stand on their own 
merits, they are one and all opposed in 
certain features to the general school 
laws of the state; and it was largely 
on this ground that Judge Gober arrived 
at his decision of unconst:tutionality. 

There were about thirty of these acts 
passed at the last session of the legisla- 
ture, incorporating school districts in va- 
rious counties of the state, and con- 
siderable question was raised at the time 
as to their constitutionality. On this 
ground they met with some little oppo- 
sition in the senate, but being purely lo- 
eal acts, they were finally passed. Owing 
to the element of doubt Governor Ter- 
rell did not withhold his approval of 
the acts, preferring under all the cir- 
cumstances to let the matter be tested 
in the courts. 

In speaking of the maiter yesterday, 
B. Mer- 
ritt said: 

“While I recognize that there are some 
instances in which these local incorpor- 
ated school districts are necessary, the 
wholesale creation of them is tnqtes- 
tionably detrimental to the best inter- 
ests of the schools which should be kept 
as largely as poss:ble under county gov- 
ernment,: The opinion that these special 
acts are unconstitutional is very general- 
ly held, and in practically every case 
where the matter has come up they have 
been so declared by the courts. Judge 
Spence, of the Albany circuit, declared 
unconstitutional one of these acts creat- 
ing a special school district in Mitchell 
county, and he ordered the building of 
the school house, which was half finished, 
to be stopped. In other cases where only

the matter of taxation for school purposes 
was involved, similar decisions have been 
rendered. However, each of these acts is 
in d.fferent terms and each must stand 
largely on its own merits. As a rule, in 
my opinion, it is far better for the school 
systems to remain wholly under the coun- 
ty government.”’ 

The Cobb County Case. 

The following special. from Marietta 
tells of the Cobb county ease *n which 
Judge Gober held the Olive Springs school 
district unconstitutional: 

Marietta, Ga., December 19.—-(Special.) 
Judge George F. Gober has just rendered 
a decision in the case of T. T. Alexander 
and others against J. W. Barber et al., 
trustees of the Olive Springs school dis- 
trict, pérmanently enjoining the defend- 
ants from acting under or by virtue of 
the powers conferred on them by an 
act of the general assembly at. the re- 
cent summer session incorporating the 
live Springs school district ang declar- 
ing thé Act unconstitutional. Theré are 
about one hundred and fifty similar 
school districts in the state whith have 
been incorporated by the legislature with- 
in the past few years. About thirty of 
these were incorporated at the summer 
session this yoar. All these acts are 
subject fo similar aftacks, as the same 
constitutiona@i question is involved in 
each Of Trem. 

After setting out local reasons why the 
defendants sould: be enjoined the pe- 
fitioners say the act “is unconstitutional, 
for the reason That it is a special law 
that tends to break up and destroy the 
uniformfty of the system of common 
schools for {fie education of children in 
elementary branches of an English edu- 
cation as prescribed in the state -consti- 
tution. 

The petition then sets out in nine other 
pardgraphs THat the aet is uneconstitu- 
tional, (1!) for The reason that it Is a 
special law aitempting to define boun- 
daries for a.subschool district; (2) be- 
cause of the manner of electing or ap- 
pointing trustees for subschool districts; 
(3) that it attempts to fix the power 
and duties of trustees; (4) that it pro- 
vides how school property shall be held 
and controlled; (5) that it provides how 
schools in said districts shall be con- 
trolled, and (6) how teachers shall be 
employed and how their compensation 
and duties shall be fixed; (7) that trus- 
tees shall have right to fix rates and 
collect Tuition; (8) that it provides for 
the disbursement of school funds, and (9) 
that reports shall be made direct to state 
school comnussioner, there being in ex- 
istence and of force general laws pro- 
viding for all these matters. The pe- 
tition cites on these points code sections 
1359,. 1361, 1362, 1363, 1353, 1370, 8906, 
1345, 1374 and 1377, and in the final 
paragraph the petitioners claim “that the 
whole schéme of said act ineorporating 
said Olive Springs school strict is an 
attempt to subvert, change and destroy 
the well established unifotm system of 
public schools of the state and is con- 
trary to and subversion of the consti- 
tution of the state, and to ohapter -5,

Judge Gover’s decision in full in-the 
Olive Springs. case is as follows: 
“In consideration of this case certain 
Sections of the constitution are pertinent. 
“Section 5732. Laws of a general na- 
ture shall have uniform operation 
throughout the state, and no special law 
shall be enacted in any case for which 
provisions have been made by an ex- 
isi general law.

Cecond Act Questioned. 

This is the second of these acts to 
be called in question in this county. Only 
a few weeks since some of the citizens of 
Mount Zion school district, which Was 
incorporated under a similar act at the 
same time as the Olive Springs district, 
sought to enjoin the election to be held 
for the purpose of ratifying the act. This 
petition was heard by Judge J. H. Lump- 
kin, of Atlanta, and the injunction re- 
fused on the ground that the parties who 
applied for the injunction did not show 
on the hearing that they had such an 
interest in the matter as to authorize 
them to make the constitutiona) point. 
In other words, the parties in question 
aid not show on the hearing that they 
were taxpayers of the district or cOunty, 
and the petition was dismissed without 
the constitutional question being passed 
on,

sroes, urged them to take}this course, It 


is learned upon inquiry that the acquire- 
ment of property by negroes :n this state 
has quite largely increased within the 
past. few years, and that the gain is 
quite steady.

"EMPEROR IS RESPONSIBLE 


FOR INDUSTRIAL POWER 


So Thinks President of Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology After Recent Visit 
to Germany. 


OSTON, December 19.—(Special.)— 
B President Henry 8. Pritchett, of the 
Massachusetts Inatitute of Tech- 
nology, who during his recent German 
visit had the distinction of being the first 


| American to travel on the experimental 
‘railroad which has recently proved that 


a speed of 130 miles an hour can be at- 
iaine@ with comfort and safety, has 
brought back some very interesting im- 
pressions of present conditions in the 
German empire. Aside from the naturai 
interest that centers about anything con- 
nected with this record-breaking little 
German rallroad, Dr. Pritchett'’s visit 
brought him in unusually close and au- 
thoritative touch with the industrial 
movements of modern Germany and his 
view of the direct relation of the emperor 
to the present industrial greatness of his 
people presents an important aspect of 
the imperial character that is very little 
realized on this side of the water. The 
attitude of intelligent Germany toward 
the United States is yet another matter 
of which his recent visit shows an in- 
teresting reflection. 

That the head of the Massachusetts In- 
stitute of Technology should have been 
so pleasantly impressed with the men 


| and things of modern Gerinany Is per- 


haps the more interesting because he per- 
sonally represented an institution well 
known in that country and in the van 
of an educational rivalry that is there ap- 
parently much more widely recognized 
than {it is In America. Speaking of the 
typical German attitude toward all ques- 
tions of industrial education, Dr. Pritch- 


titude reflected under like conditions in 
this country. 

“The actual history of the new high 
speed electric train is an excellent illus- 
tration of just this national German 
spirit toward industrial problems and fs 
the direct outconfe of the spirit of qr- 
ganization for any specific purpose that 
one finds written largely all over Ger- 
many.

tories, but carries his interest fnto the 
minutest details of the work there going 
forward. 

Dr. Pritchett smiles pleasantly at the 
mention of a future war between Ger- 
many and the United States, although 
admitting that hostilities might arise, as 
between any two nations, over Some un- 
foreseen international question. “The 
real war ‘between Germany and the 
United States,’’ he says, “is a peeaceful 
one, although none the less determined 
on that account. Germany knows, and 
every man in Germany knows, that her 
real future depends upon the develop- 
ment of her {ndustrial and scientific 
forces. The American traveling in Ger- 
many can hardly fail to realize ihig con- 
centration of energy, but at the same 
time he finds it a good natured concen- 
tration. The competition is fair and 
above board and there is a very genuine 
respect between the combatants. The 
attitude reflected by the lower class comic 
journals toward America has no more 
practical significance than a similar at-

The Japanese Army. 


(From Golden Penny.) 

The artillery of the Japanese army is 
always considered to be the pick of the 
service. French and Hmglish officers who 
have had opportunities of seeing the ar- 
tillery at maneuvers are loud in their 
praises of the Japanese soldiers, and of 
the smartness of the way in which they 
carry out the various movements. They 
know how to handle their guns well and 
how to serve them quickly. For some 
time past the Japanese have paid partic- 
ular attention to increasing the efficiency 
of this branch of the service. The men 
are the tallest jn the army: their standard 
of height being 5 feet 4 inché®, as against 
§ feet 3 inches, the standard for the 
engineers and cavalry, and 5 feet 2 Inches, 
the average of the infantry. The gunner’s 
rate of pay ifs In Tike manner the nt ner 
in the whole army, the gunner private 
getting 6% sens a day (about 7 cente’ to 
the 5% sens (6 cents) drawn by ir 
comrades of the engineers and cavalry, 
and the 5 sens (5 cents) of the Japanese 
Tommy Atkins of that line. The same 
general proportion in the pay holds good 
for the officers of artillery, as compared 
with thefr brother officers of the sap- 
pers. cavalry and line. Aas to dafails. the 
ore: “ization of the Japanese artillerv 
eervice is divided broadly into two 
branches. the field artillery and thé moun- 
tain artillerv. The former are armed 
with 12-nonnder breechloaders. the other 
have 4-pounders. There fs also a corpe of 
gunnerg reserved for home defense. The 
field artillery is like our own, in that it is 
distributed into batterles of six guns. 
which battertee ara formed in eleht rect- 
ments, divided between the imperial 
guards and the line. Altogether the en- 
tire force has some 320 field guns. and 
half as many mountain guns. The field 
pieces are designed in Japan after a 
special pattern, and are made at the na- 
tional arsenal and gun foundry at Osaka. 
They are very powerful weapons, and can 
do good work at from 2,500 to 3,000 
yards. The uniform of the gunner is 
much the same as that of the cavalry— 
dark blue tunics and breeches with yellow 
collars and facings, and brown boots. 
The greatest care is taken in the educa- 
tion of the officers of artillery. They are 
thoroughly well unded fn their work at 
that most flourishing institution the Gun- 
nery school of Tokio.

In the pé@riod leading up to the civil 
war the Cabildo witnessed many a strik- 
ing scene. At the time of the kKnow- 
nothing agitation Major Beauregard, la- 
ter General Beauregard, of the confeder- 
ate army, seized the building and held it 
as a base of operat.ons. Finally, when 
the war began, the Cabildo became a 
shrine of patriotism, as it had been 
years before, and all through the recon- 
struction period it looked down upon 
sanguinary contests between the citizens 
and the repudlican administration. On 
two ocenusions the government forces 
were besieged within its walls ,and once, 
through its doorways, the federal] troops 
sallied forth and returned stained by 
the blood of citizens of the town, Figaliy, 
out of the passion-swept period, a new 
era’ dawned for New Orleans, one in 
which political bitterness gave place to 
feelings of amity, and the Cabildo once 
more saw peaceful days. With the st- 
lencing of arms came the calm of legal 
procedure and many a famoug law case 
has been tried within the sturdy old walls 
since the days of the civil war. 

The Welcome to McKinley. 

Perhaps not the least of its memorable 
occasions was one morning in May, 1901, 
when the governor of the state, stand- 
ing beneath the portal, welcomed the 
president of the United States to New 
Orleans and Lowisiana. Mr. McKinley 
was received by the bench and escorted 
into the great Sala Capitular,. where once 
the dignitaries of Spain held solema 
conclave.

Spanish HNberal party, 
Senor Rios, of course, is no stranger to 
Americans, for it was he who led much 
of the opposition in Spain to the war with 
the United States, and who, after the 
gurrender, Was made president of the 
commission which arranged the terms ol 
the treaty of peace at Paris. 

Don Bugene Montero Rios is just past 
gyenty-one now, and Nis last honor 
comes as the climax of a public career 
which began when many of the present 
statesmen of Europe were children, Be- 
ginning with a triumphant election to the 
gifice of deputy for the closely contesied 
@strict af Pontevedra at the age of: 30, 
Don Monteno has held almost every po- 
sition of political importance in Spain. 
He has proved himself a clever lawyer, 
an able orator, a thorough diplomat and 
g public servant, whose patriotism and 
embition for the his country 
ate teyond reproach. 

Perhaps the most striking scenes of 
the new leader's career took place while 
he held the portfolio of minister of jus- 
tite in General Prim’s cabinet in 1869. 
From that high post he investigated all 
branches of the departments under his 
jerisdiction and brought about reforms 
go sweeping that many thought the day 
of judicial revolution for Spain was at 
hand. He reformed the penal code by 
abolishing degrading punishments and the 
effects of interdiction, built over the 
criminal procedure and transformed the 
Mortgage law from an unjust enactment 
Into a reasonable statute. His first term 
brought a second, this time during the 
reign of King Amandeo I of Savoy, and 
when that monarch a-dicated fhe throne 
he delivered a farewell address composed 
and written by Don Montero.

IN A LITTLE COUNTRY TOWN

é¢ -Y HAT you goin’ to do tonight?”

‘Well, I don’t know. I’m sorter sleepy 
tonight.

I'm obliged to 
get some sleep; got to g0 to a justice 
court tomorrow. Did you get the chips 
from Frank's room?” 

“Yes, I got ’em and carried 'em to our 
office.” 

“Did you? I don’t know whether I'll 
play or not, but Til see you at the post- 
office. If the other fellows come I may 


play awhile.”’ 


Much has been written about night in 
a great city, but little, if anything, has 
ever been told about the same interest- 
ing period in the Hfe of the small town.

The conversation detailed above is one 
that occurs quite frequently in many lit- 
tle towns.

About this time the sun goes down

tend to work, it is customary for some 
one of the younger members of the legal 
or other professional fraternity to stroll 
across the public square to the office of 
a brother in the profession, and g0 
through with something very similar to 
the conversation outlined above.

Without the sus- 
pftion of a smile on his face he repeats 
yhis old cry—“play poker, boys.” All join 
in a hearty laugh and the game is re- 
sumed. 

“Sam, are you nearsighted?’ asks the 
colonel, upon observing one of the play- 
ers taking about ten minutes to ‘‘skin’’ 
his cards. , 

“Not especially,” replied the latta@, ‘J 
only wanted to see if I could twist a 
pair of sixes and a nine into three sixes.”’ 

“Well, you can’t do it!'’ exclaimed the 
colone! emphatically, ‘Play up.”’ 

“Yes, if you don’¢ I'll have to leave 
you,’ adds the major, as he pushes his 
spectacles up higher on his forehead and 
prepares to stay right there until he gets 
even with the game if it takes a month. 

By this time two of the party are good 
winners, and they are much disposed to 
be facetious and to tell jokes that are 
more or less good. In the midst of one 
of these efforts the major interrupte to 
Say: “Oh, stop that, Frank; by G—d my 
grandmother used to tell that whfle she 
milked, and I’m damned if I’m going to 
have to listen to it any more.” 

One of the party, who had been steadily 
losing, and who had indulged in many 
groans and sighs, caught a flush at this 
point, and as another ambitious player 
had a straight at the same moment they 
proceeded to ‘“‘buck’’ each other to the 
limit.

The occupant 
of the room gets up and smiles broadly. 
They open the square package and pull 
the cork. A knock is heard at the door, 
and both at once get busy. The owner of 
the room hastily opens a book, and offers 
it to the other,.who sits down and reads. 
The former opens the door in an ostenta- 
tious manner and invites the newcomer 
in.

First. however, 
the “‘buck"’ is laid on the table near the 
ante of the dealer. 

The buck is quite an important. part 
of the -game where the limit is small. 
Its office is to increase the pot at inter- 
vals and induce the sitters-in to play 
more liberally. It usually consists. of 
one of two things—either it is a buck- 
eye, picked from somé bush in the neigh- 
borhood and carried in the pocket of the 
owner for the prevention of rheumatism. 
or else it is an aluminum advertisement 
of some coffin house, with a penny in 
th@ center, with a motto Saying, ‘‘Carry 
me, and always have money in your 
pocket.”” In either case it answers the 
Same purpose and is eagerly sought by 
the players. 

It is on record that no man ever ad- 
mitted jeaving a poker game winner. That 
is, nO one ever admitted it to those who 
Sat in with him. There have been men 
who went away and boasted greatly of 
their prowéas in that respect, but they 
usually have to borrow a Stake to get 
in the next game. : 

Many amusing things are told concern- 
ing happenings. in poker games. For 
Instance, it’ is told -of a certain Well 
known man in this state that he once } 
entered a room where a small game was 
in progress and called for $8 worth. of 
chips. Before he had time to pay for 
them a hand was dealt to him and he 
proceeded to play it out. ~The fortunes 
of war were against him, and before he 
had taken. his seat his chips were all 
gone and he was compelled to purchase 
another stack.
